WHY WARDS? 


Direct representation by the 


people is the only true form of 
democratic government. The peo- 
ple of Danville can never have 
direct representation in the gov- 
ernment of their city affairs with- 
out its council being elected from 
the different wards instead of at 
large. The present body of nine 
is a striking example of what hap- 
pens without the ward system. 
Out of the present body of nine, 
only 
one, Councilman 
Carter, 


could be considered as represent- 
ing the salaried, or wage earners. 
Of the eight other members, they 
without 
doubt, represent one 


small group of citizens, the finan- 
cial interests of Danville, three 
and one ex-officio members being 
directors m the same bank, the 
others representing their own, 
wealth or spokesmen for financial 
interests. 


The council can never repre- 


sent the city at large unless it 
consists of members from 
all 


walks of life, and this can never 
be accomplished until there is di- 
rect representation from 
each 


ward. People live in the sections 
or wards where most of their 
neighbors are of the same means. 
This is natural, for a rich man 
living next to a poor man as a 
rule could not be congenial, as the 
different forms of pursuit and re- 
creation to which they have be- 
come accustomed, has been gov- 
erned entirely by money. The 
only -way to have direct represen- 
tation is to have the different 
neighborhoods in which they live, 
better known as wards, 


Some are against the ward 


system because they claim there 
would be ''ward bosses." The 
citizens at the mass meeting 
which was recently held have de- 
cidedly 
shoAvn that they are 


against having one boss for the 
city of Danville. If it is neces- 
sary that Danville has to decide 
between one boss, representing a 
wnall group or six bosses, repre- 
senting people from all walks of 
'life, we are decidedly in favor of 
the latter as it would be nearer a 
democratic form of government 
than that which now exists. Al- 
tbought the bo-callcd "boss" of 
Danville and his lieutenants arc 
acrainst the ward sys-tfin. tin- time 
has arrived "when people from all 
walks of life must bavc direct 
representation and the ward sys- 
tem established, tbe same as the

lowship among- nations had sprouted 
into life. 
The world 
Is gradually 


veering to the ideals which he con- 
ceived and set forth and for the suc- 
cess of which he fell wounded as hon- 
orably as any soldier of this great na- 
tion fell amid the whine of shell and 
gunfire in France. 


Fate apparently has decreed other- 


wise and like most great men, his 
real worth to the nation In the ser- 
vice of which is destined to give his 
life, is to be universally recognized as 
time brings him into clearer perspec- 
tive. 
That is the way of all great 


men. 


The sudden serious development of 


Mr. "Wilson's condition while a dis- 
tinct shock to his admirers and oth- 
ers, was not unexpected by medical 
men better able to understand his 
condition 
which 
for 
months 
has 


really been highly serious. 
Recent 


pictures of the former president, re- 
vealed him. as fleshier and this was 
seized upon as a happy omen, except 
by those versed in cause and 
effect 


of human ailment. 
To them it was 


an unhealthy omen. Mr. Wilson was 
an active man until ,he was stricken 
with paralysis. His enforced confine- 
ment and the change from an active 
ife to an extremely sedentary one 
has been a serious thing for him. 
Drawn from the brink of the grave 
once before he has of course, never 
regained strength and stamina and 
he digestive disturbance has reacted 
upon his -weakened heart which now 
shows ebbing strength. There Is cdm- 
ort in the lately whispered words, 
'I'm ready" when he was informed 
of the seriousness of his symptoms. 
Woodrow "Wilson whose public life 
has been the embodiment of Chris- 
tian virtues is spiritually resigned to 
the finger -which is beckoning him.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

PASSING OF TUBERCULOSIS 
It it, almost possible to predict the 


end of tuberculosis. 
More than that, 


it is almost possible to predict the 
year in which it will end 
Should the 


rate of decline in all tuberculosis 
which prevailed from 1900 to 1922 
continue the disease woulC disappear 
in 1955 Had the rate of decline which 
pievailed m 19IS continued, the dis- 
ease would be due to disappear in 
1924. 
The continuance of the rate 


of decline prevailing in 1920 would 
have doomed, the disease In 1929. A 
continuance of the 1921 rate of de- 
cline would, have ended the disease 
in 1926. 


Dr. L. I. Dublin, as the result of a 


careful study, estimates that the all- 
tuberculosis death rate in 1930 will 
bte about 44. That rate of decline, if 
continued, would end the disease In 
about 1937. Dr Dublin says: "A tu- 
berculosis rate of 50 I believe, will 
be found to be not far from the act- 
ual figure in 1930. In New Zealand 
and Australia, this lo— rate has al- 
ready been attained 
In 1921, three 


states in the United States had rates 
below 50, in fact, two had rates beloiv- 
40." 
o 


Does this mean that our efforts to 


control the disease should lessen? He 
answers: 
"Xo! The 
tuberculosis 


movement must not rest on its layrels 
rior be allowed to drift along easy 
ways. The disease is on the decline. 
This is an opportune time to apply 
even greater energy along approved 
lines that there may be no diminish- 
ing, but rather cummulative returns 
in life saving." 


What are the lines of -work that ex- 


perience has approval? 
Dr. Dublin 


says the greatest improvement has 
been in tuberculosis in children. 
An 


important factor in causing tubercu- 
losis in children is drinking raw milk 
from tuberculous cows. 
Efforts to 


get the milk supply pasteurised and 
t oget the milch cow's tuberculin test- 
ed, must not be lessened. 
o 


Between'1904 and 1922 the number 


of hospital and sanitarium beds for 
the tuberculous increased from 10.000 
to 70.000. He estimates that SCO.000 
tuberculous 
people 
occupied 
such 


beds during the last ten years and 
that 600.000 of them are still alive. 
The estimated saving of lives from 
these beds, h« says, is 6.000 a year. 
There must he further increase in the 
number of hospital and sanitarium 
beds.

coal having dropped. Last April coal 
for the city was1 sold at four dollars a 
ton but through succeeding months 
there has been a drop until last month 
It was $2 per ton for run of mine. The 
new price level brings it therefore to 
S2.25. Usually the city enters into a 
definite contract for the supplying of 
coal for the public utilitien at a fixed 
price and such a contract was made 
for supplying the gas house with the 
type of. coal needed there.

GAS RISES WITH INCREASING USE OF FUEL 


By ISRAHL KLEIN. 


Service Writer. 


The gradually rlsingc cont of ganollne 


holds out little hope f.or the motorlnt. 


It is the Inevitable reaction to the 


reductions in prices that stirred the 
nation late laat summer. It was ex- 
pected throughout oil and automobile 
circles, because It had been under- 
stood that the revolt for lower fuel 
co.sts was too unusual to last long. 


Prices were ^expected to rise again, 


although not to the peak of 1923. 


The cause for this return to for- 


mer price* if* seen in reports of con- 
sumption ol gasoline not only in the 
United States, 
but throughout the 


woild. Besides producing for this 
country's automobiles, the oil fields of 
the United States have been sending 
out more and more of their product 
to other countries. 


Heretofore production of gasoline 


has been keeping ahead o£ consump- 
tion here and abroad. 
An oversup- 


ply of one bllllbn gallon* of fuel 
reported latt y«ar. But thl* oversup- 
ply if «cen to dwindle Into practically 
none at all, with the growing demand 
for fuel from mor« and more new mo- 
torists, and the Increasing exporta- 
tion of American gasoline, with no 
Importation at all. 


To offset thlB threatening increase 


of consumption over production, in 
gasoline, several 
efforts \are being 


made toward economizing 'in the use 
of the fuel. 
The U. S. Bureau of 


Mines leads in this attempt. 


According to experts, from 3 to 4 


per cent, of the gasoline accumulated 
during the winter for summer supply 
is lost through evaporation. To pre- 
vent the loss of se\eral hundred mil- 
lion gallons, the Bureau of Mines- has1 
been experimenting on various meth- 
! ods. 
One is the use of cooling sys- 


terns in vapor tight tanks, to check 
dissipation of the gas. 


In the process of evaporation, the 


first fractions to escape "are the most 


volatile, leaving; un inferior fuel in-the 
storage tanks. 


' A perfect fuel mixture con»i«t» of 
about .07 of a pound of gasoline to a 
pound of dry air. Vet -most motor- 
ists, use nearly twice a« much fuel as 
necessary, say fuel engineers. 
This 


la one of the greatest factors ir% the 
present wastage of ga«olln«r they add.

"cent, gasoline and 30 per cent, de- 
natured anhydrous alcohol, making a 
mixture efficient especially for .-'--
